REMARKS 

This Amendment is responsive to the Office Action dated 
October 23, 2002. In that Action, the Examiner objected to the 
previous amendment under 35 U.S.C. §132, Claims 17-26, 28, 29, 32 
and 33 were objected to. Claim 24 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§112, first paragraph and Claims 26 and 28 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. §112, second paragraph. Cle.im 27 was rejected under 35 
U.S.C. §102 (b) as being anticipated by Friedrich. Applicant 
respectfully traverses the Examiner's rejections and objections. 

Claims 17-23, 25, 29, 32 and 33 were indicated to obtain 
allowable subject matter if rewritten to overcome the Examiner's 
objections. Claims 26 and 28 were indicated to contain allowable 
subject matter if rewritten or amended to overcome the Section 
112, second paragraph rejection. Claim 31 was objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but was indicated to be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim. 
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Claims 1-16 and 30 were allowed.

Support for specification amendments can be 
found in the claims and as previously indicated by Applicant in , 

earlier responses. 

Claims 24 and 27 have been cancelled without prejudice. 
Claims 17, IS, 22, 26, 31 and 32 have been amended. No new matter 
has been inserted. In compliance with 37 C.F.R. §1.173(c). 
applicant respectfully states the claims 1-23. 25. 26 and 28-33 
remain pending in the application. 

The claims have been amended to overcome all objections and 
section 112 rejections. Claim 31 has been rewritten into 

i ndependent f orm . 

Applicant respectfully incorporates by reference its previous 

comments regarding support for the new claim language. 

Claim 24 has been cancelled, without prejudice, to overcome 
the section 112. first paragraph rejection. Claims 27 has been 
cancelled, without prejudice, to overcome the Section 102(b) 

rejection. 

in view of the above. Applicant respectfully requests that 
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the Examiner withdraw the current rejections.
